Selectmen Monday night increased 
water and sewer fees to make the 
departments self-sustaining. 
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The school administration clashed 
fruitlessly with the School Committee 
Tuesday on as budget revision talks 

‘ot underway. Revisions to 
the Sadoet for the 1987-1988 
school year became necessary when 
town meeting voted a seven percent in- 
crease in the school budget rather than 
the requested eight percent increase. 

At the School Committee’s last work 
session, they established a format for ex- 
amining budget issues, but in its final 
form, it was not available at last night’s 
meeting. 

Since administration members were 
not present at the work session, as com- 
mittee chairman Susan Poore stated, the 
reasoning behind putting the budget for- 
mat, not the budget, on the agenda, was 
to get feedback on the format developed. 
There was no intention on the commit- 
tee’s part to begin revising the budget, 
only to make sure that the administra- 
tion could work with the proposed 
format. 

When the agenda item came up, 
though, Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert began discussing some possible 
solutions to the problem of balancing the 
budget. These included the proposing of 
no new initiatives, a reduction in profes- 
sional development, and a reduction in 
staffing at the secondary level. 

Administration members explained 
that secondary school enrollment has 
dropped by 149, 174 and 119 students each 
of the last three years, respectively, and 
that there have been no staff reductions 
in two years. Teacher pupil ratios would 
thus still be kept low, as is the policy of 
the committee. 

Committeeman Donald Robb com- 
mented that the committee would want 
to see these proposals in the context of 
the new budget format, but Seifert ex- 
plained that in the past, they had been 
able to get an indication as to whether or 
not staff reductions were expected so 
that they could notify those holding posi- 
tions in question to be deleted to begin 
looking for employment elsewhere—just 
in case the reductions did go through. 

At this point, Assistant Superinten- 
dent/Secondary Leslie Loomis com- 
mented the “It seems unlikely to us to 
come in with a balanced budget without 
some staff reduction at the secondary 
level” in the hope of illiciting a tangible 
response from the committee, but none 
was yet to be had. Loomis then added 
that “‘these people deserve to know 
where they stand” and that a delay

ic’ when the committee intended only to 
discuss the format. Yet, she went on to 
comment about . the “‘solutions”’ 
presented. 

“The committee has not indicated in 
the past that we are interested in staff 
reduction. Staff is the last place I would 
head for. I feel very much at odds,”’ she 
added, “with being asked to act on spe- 
cific solutions when the format for such 
discussions was not even available.”’ 
Poore also stated that it would be nec- 
essary to have a reasonable explanation, 
with back-up information, before the 
committee would be willing to take 
action on the matter. 

Dr. Richard McGrail, principal of Do- 
herty Junior High, urged the committee 
to take action on the proposal of the 
Headmaster Plan for Doherty, so that if 
the intention was to go with it, negotia- 
tions could begin with the two labor 
unions necessary and the position could 
be posted. 

Again, the committee refused action 
on such a budgetary issue until the for- 
mat for such discussions was available. 
Poore agreed that due to the time it 
would take to fill such a position, or the 
assistant principal position that would be 
available if the committee did not vote in 
favor of the housemaster plan, she could 
understand McGrail and the administra- 
tion pushing for a decision, and thus 
asked that preliminary discussions of the 
plan begin with the unions to establish 
parameters and impact of such a 
change. 

Edward Bennett, President of the And- 
over Education Association, one of the 
unions concerned, explained that such 
non-negotiations were not done, but Mc- 
Grail said that the other union would be 
willing to talk in a non-binding fashion. 

Poore tried to get talks underway, 
explaining that the union would not be 
bound to anything and that only general 
parameters would be set up so that im- 
pact could be understood. 

Committee member Margo Tilghman 
indicated that maybe the committee 
should act on the matter since only a $5,- 
000 pay differential was in question, es- 
pecially with the understanding that if 
the Housemaster Plan worked out at 
Doherty, it may be transferred over to 
West Junior High. 


After each of oe pe rg in the battle 
reiterated

budget matters and the Housemaster 
Plan without action by the committee, 
deciding that these matters will be the 
chief focus of the committee’s next meet- 
ing, to be held on Wednesday, June 3, due 
to graduation falling on June 2.

Andover Women In The Civil War Era 


By Joan Patrakis 


There are records at the Andover Historical 
Society that document the efforts of 19th-century 
Andover women who rallied in support of their 
country. There were a few, however, who stood 
out for their individual efforts. 

Harriet Beecher Stowe, celebrated author of 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” moved to Andover short- 
ly fter the book was published. Through her 
writing she publicly made a statement and 
called attention to the deplorable condition of 
the southern negro. When President Lincoln met 
her he is said to have greeted her as “‘so this is 
the little woman who made a great war.”’ 

Abbie Jane Chandler left her home and teach- 
ing position in Andover to become a clerk in 
Washington, D.C. Although it is not known that 
she worked for the government, in 1864 she was 
issued a military pass to visit behind enemy 
lines. She received an invitation to President 
Lincoln’s inaugural ball in 1865

The ever-rising tide of Andover water

The Board of Selectmen voted 5-0 Mon- 
day night to hike both water and sewer 
costs to town customers by 19 cents per 
100 cubic feet of water as of January, 
1988. The water rate will jump to $1.44, or

sewer costs will be set at $1.15, an in- 
crease of 13 percent above the current 
level. 

The higher costs are part of the Select- 
men’s policy for a gradual phase-in of 
self-sufficient water and sewer systems. 

‘We want to make the system pay for 
itself,’ said Selectman Charles Wesson.

They're At It Again 


Selectmen in their infinite and continuing 
wisdom this week did what they have been doing 


_ naturally for some time --raised water and 


sewer rates. 

This follows their natural policy of raising 
taxes, then applying user fees to everything else, 
while property valuation continues to soar and 
revenues continue to increase. 

Not only did the board decide to approve an 
increase in water and sewer rates, but further 
promised to do the same thing a year from now, 
thus we can look forward to the continuance of 
the policy. 

Reason for the increase, according to the 
board, is to continue to attempt to make the wa- 


ster and sewer departments self-sustaining. The 


same philosophy is applied to other town depart- 
ments, such as the building and planning agency 
where fees are designed to assist in underwriting 
operations there. 

Same applies to the Department of Community 
Services where user fees for the town’s leisure 
time activities are applied to costs of running the 
various programs. 

Yet, with all these self-sustaining measures 
applied to various municipal departments, taxes 
continue to climb. 

The whole municipal finance picture remains a 
mystery. 

We are told that services are cut due to Propo- 
sition 2% constraints, a catch-all phrase which 


has been around all too long. 
There is the suggestion that insurance costs 


continue to climb and retirement fund obligations 


are climbing. 

These are the reasons given for the need to 
increase taxes. 

But, isn’t it logical to assume that if increased 
water and sewer rates will make those depart- 
ments self-sustaining, then the costs of running 
those department should reap some financial re- 
sources for other areas of municipal operations? 

If building department fees are underwriting 
the operations there, can’t some of the tax or 
other revenues be applied to increased public 
safety protection? 

Or, if the user fees supply the direction of lei- 
sure and recreational activies in the community 
services area, aren’t there some funds around 
somewhere to provide some decent books and ad- 
ditional professional assistance in our schools? 

This whole fee and tax schedule in Andover 
seems out of whack with reality and has for some 
time. 

Not only are the water and sewer rates increas- 
ing locally, the board this week decided to in- 
crease the price of water delivered to 
neighboring communities which occurs in emer- 
gency situations. 

Now isn’t that being real neighborly. 

Ah, yes! We do live in the land of the free. But 
in Andover, it costs outlandishly to enjoy it.

Legislation in progress 
which I am vigorously support 


ing: 

Solid Waste Bill: A measur 

to help solve a problem whic 
has reached crisis proportions. 
Not only are we running out of places to put our 
waste, costs are becoming prohibitive. Consider 
that disposal costs in Andover alone have gone 
from $13 to $53 a ton in just a few short years. 

Liability Insurance: Businesses, non-profits, 
municipalities and volunteers are all at risk of 
being unable to obtain affordable liability insur- 
ance. If the Legislature does nothing else this 
session, it must pass a comprehensive tort re- 
form package. 

Open Space Bond: This is the year to provide 
major funding for acquisition of land which is 
essential to protect our drinking water and our 
scenic heritage. 

A Joint Asset Bill: to prevent the impoverish- 
ment of married couples whose income and as- 
sets are depleted when one spouse needs nursing 
home care. 

Long-Term Issues: 

Commission on the Conditions of Teaching. 
We will be issuing legislation this summer which 
is designed to make teaching a more attractive 
and more professional endeavor for both present 
teachers and those we hope to attract in order to 
avert a crisis shortage of teachers. 

Legislative Investigation of the Pilgrim 
Nuclear Power Plant. Days of hearings as a 
member ot this commission led to one unavoid- 
able conclusion: that plant is a menace to Mas- 
sachusetts and it is questionable whether or not 
it can ever be safe enough to reopen. 

I have been appointed chair of the Special 
Commission on Violence Against Children. My 
major goal will be child abuse prevention. initia- 
tives. The cost of treating the effects of child 
abuse (prisons, substance abuse, drop-outs, 
etc.) are staggering in both human suffering 
and dollars.

This summer you ought to receive a 
notice with your phone bill allowing you to re- 
move your number from these lists at no cost to 
you. 

The Department of Public Works is proceed- 
ing with plans for a blinking yellow light at 
Salem Street and Route 125. I am insisting on a 
stop light to allow some break in traffic for all 
residents along Route 125. The battle continues.

At the settlement table, both buyer and seller will sign the 
settlement sheet, detailing all of the charges that each party 
incurs during the sale of a house.

John Corcoran Associates for 285 units of 
affordable, rental housing on Andover 
Business Park Drive, to be called ‘‘Riv- 
erview Commons”. 
Proposed are five housing buildings 
and a clubhouse on the 22.4 acre site 
which is located between River Road and 
the Merrimack River, abutting the site 
where Emerson College is expected to 
build its new campus, just over the Law- 
rence line. The parcel is a portion of an 
“industrial subdivision plan approved by 
the Planning Board in January of 1985. 
Corcoran’s representatives explained 
that since Emerson announced its plans 
to move to the area, the desire for indus- 
tial building there has dwindled, and that 
the development is the most feasible 
means by which the company can make 
a decent profit on the land in question. 
6.2 percent of the property will be cov- 
ered by buildings, 10.3 percent by walks, 
parking and pavement, and 73.9 percent, 
much of which is wetlands, will remain 
open. One of the five buildings will be 
separated from the rest by a large wet- 
lands area in the center of the parcel. 
Parking will consist of 92 spaces per 
building, although the board has been re-

All three of these allow 
for tax credits for the developer and due 
to the rental nature of the project, all 
units will count toward the state-man- 
dated requirements for the town. 

For whichever units wind up “low- 
moderate,’ monthly rent costs are esti- 
mated in the following configuration.

Persons living in those units will 
be audited each year to be sure that they 
still fall into the income guidelines. Mar- 
ket rate units will go for up to three 
times as much as a Monk * “‘affor- 
dable”’ unit. 

Chairman Wesley Whitney asked if a 
certain portion of the affordable units 
could be reserved for Andover residents, 
or at least they would have first option.
